3ritain not only spent huge sums her- 
self, but loaned hundreds of millions 
to nations upon rather doubtful ‘se- 
curity. In order to do this the Old 
Land disposed of her foreign-held 
securities, which constituted one of 
the large sources of her national in- 


come, and from being a lending nation

In+many quarters it was con- 
fidently predicted that,.as a result, 
New York and not London would be 


the future financial centre of ‘the 
world, 
During the war British shipping 


was destroyed by the piratical sub- 
marines faster than new ships could 
be built, while practically all the ship- 
ping in existence was diverted from 
mercantile to war purposes. Coinci- 
dent with this, the United States, 
which prior to the war had no mer- 
cantile marine worthy the name, seiz- 
ed the to embark upon a 
great Government shipbuilding pro- 
gram, and in addition it secured“the}.

the seizure of interned German ships.

world of finance, shipping, industry 
and commerce, are widely read in 

Canada, It(is reassuring, however, to 
jturn to welSinformed British opinion | 


pessimistic views do not find reflec- 
tion in the Old Land itself. One of 
the best informed men in Great Bri- 
tain is Lord Northtliffe, head of the 
London Times and a hundred other 
daily, weekly and monthly _ publica- 
tions. He has aventies of information 
open to him which few men in the 
world enjoy. And Lord Northcliffe 
is the reverse of pessimistic, 

In a recent interview with an 
American journalist he is more than 
optimistic over the labor situation in| 
the British Isles, and’ lays sadeholierd 
emphasis upon the fact that while in 
the United States they have to deal 
with a large percentage of foreign,) 
born workers, British’ laber. is .com- 
posed overwhelmingly of men “and 
women of English, Scotch, Irish and 
Welsh birth. Great Britain is solving 
her labor troubles upon sound lines 


and in an efficient*way, Nor-does ‘he |Your little Ones are cross and peevish 


fear the competition of cheap labor 
and long working hours in countries 
like Japan, ‘where present conditions, 
he says, cannot last. Industrially, 
Lord Northcliffe backs the skilled 
British workman and mechanic 
against the world, 

In regard to shipping, Lord, North- 
cliffe» is. absolutely confident that 
Great Britain will retain “her suprem- 
acy: In thits connéction he says: “We 
expect very heavy competition,at sca; 
‘but it is not disturbing our, able and’ 
far-seeing: shipping men. We rely for 
our supremacy in shipping upon our 
superior knowledge of a. business 
which we have tnderstood for cen# 
turies, Our people like shipping. Our 
people like being at sea, I do not 
think you (United States) are going 
to get many American seamen from 
the majority of your states and ter- 
ritories, 'Why should you? ‘There is 
abundant opportunity at highe?,wages 
to be had on land, which is not the 
case in a small country like ours. I 
do not think you wilf have any more 
chance of competing with us at sea 
than we hayeg in competing, avith as 
in the erection of skyscrapers,” * 

Lord Northcliffe advancés a further} 
reason in Support of his belief that 
Britain will retain supremacy in world 
shipping, a reason of particular inter- 
est to Canadians, but an outline of 
this, together with his views on Brit- 
ain’s strong financial position, will be} 
treated in a subsequent article.

Exporting Dairy Supplies at Expense 
of Home Market 
The following statement has been 


———— 


issued by the board of commerce 


commissioners at Winnipeg: 
“Thousands of children in Canada 
are being starved for want of milk, 


Invalids of the poorer ciasses suf- 
fer likewise. The human*asset is 
depreciating and, in fact, in poores 
centres is being stunted. All this 
in order that the foreign butter, 
cheese and condensed milk demand 
may be taken advantage of to make 
as much money as possible for the 
Canadian producer and trader. The 
milk that-should nourish the Canad- 
ian infant and weakling is being 
shipperemut inthe form of butter, 
etc, Even the butter is not al’owed 


a 


to stay here if it can be sold abroad 


The policy of the governiicnt is to) 
encourage this thoughtless proce- 
dure. Every deprrtment of agricul- 
ture in Canada, both Dominion and 
provincial is busy reporting week by 
week the high prices that Canadian 
producers will demand abroad, And 
Canadian agriculture and trade de- 
partments are encouraging thig e¢x- 
port to the utmost,’ All this is done 
with a total disregard for the pre- 
servation of the human asset. 


“The question of--milk production 
and distribution has been before the 
board of commerce from various 
cities in the Dominion, The board’s 
observations lead it to make strong 
statements in the matter. Unless 
there is a change of policy, and milk 
and milk products are made plenti- 
ful and brought within the reach of 
the poorest peop'e there is bound to 
be a heavy infant mortality and a 
general depreciation of the physical 
wellbeing of practically the whole 
Canadian population, This can never 
be made up in the mere’ dollars and 
cents brought into Canada by the 
present export trade policies, This 
board asks the people of Canada» to 
consider whether we should let chil- 
dren starve merely in order that 
Canadian dollars may make more 
dollars. There is a further consid- 
eration to be takeg, to heart, Most 
privileged people have ice cream and 
fancy milk products while the chil- 
dren ef others are stunted for the 
want of the only Tood that nature 
intended they should have.”

Premier E. C. Drury, addressing 
the Canadian Club at Toronto recent- 
ly, was given a very cordial reception;

The Old Year and the New! 

' pubninioihat | 

When the great guns along the 
western battle front in Europe were 
silenced at the cleventh hour on the} 
eleventh day of the eleventh month 
in 1918, by the signing of the armis-| 
tice, most people throughout the} 
world expected that before another} 
twelvemonth expired a Peace Treaty 
would: be drafted and ratified and | 
brought into full force and effect. But| 
more than a year has passed and, at} 
the time of writing, the nations of} 
the world are still technically at war, | 
although actual fighting -ceased oin| 
November 11, 1918 | 

Although peace has not yet come | 
in its fullness, the year now closing 
has been a memorable one in the 
history of the world. It has wit- 
messed the drafting and acceptance 
by most nations of a covenant of a 
League of Nations for the preserva- 
tion of peace once it is cStablished; 


it has Seen incorporated in that coy-| 
enant the new Magna Charta of} 


Labor. Thus has the foundation been 
laid for better relationships, not only 
between nations, but between two of 
the outstanding classes to be found 
in a nation, and which in the. past 
have been suspicious of and antagon- 
istic towards each other, 

The year also witnessed the crown- 
ing infamy of the German nation in 
the sinking of the surrendered Ger-} 
man fleet at Scapa Flow, It has| 
been marked by widespread industrial 
upheavals throughout the world, 
from which Canada did not escape, 
although in comparison with other 
lands we got off lightly. 

The principal upheaval in Canada 
has been in the political thought of 
the people, a turning away from old} 
organizations created for the purpose 
of giving effect to the political aspir- 


ations of the people, and an accept-} 


ance of a new political movement 
which it is felt by many offers grea- 
ter hope of an early realization 
needed political and 
forms in this Dominion. 
In this column just one year ago 
the soul-stirring words of the poem 
by the late Coloricl McCrea “In Flan- 
ders’ Fields,” was quoted, in Which 
the people of Canada and the world 
were urged to keep faith with those 


om 


economic re- 


poppies grow. In the year that has 
since passed, we belieye, speaking 
generally, that the people of Canada 
have striken to keep faith. The po- 


who lie sleeping where the blootseds 


establishment of returning soldiers 
‘in civil life, and the care which has 


[been given to the maimed and _ sick,| 


and the dependents of the fallen, is 
an évidence of a sincere desire to 
keep faith. 

The ttuly wonderful response to 
the last Victory Loan was in order 
that Canada as a nation might keep 
faith and “clean up” its war obliga- 
tions. The re-awakening of the peo- 
ple in regrd to matters of educa- 
tion, public health, community © ser- 
vice, and the forward movement. in 
the churches, and the earnest efforts 
being exerted in many quarters to 
bring about a better ufiderstanding 
between employers and employees, 
are all'the result of an honest con- 
viction that the Canadian people 
must keep faith with their. glorious 
and heroic dead. 

Despite adverse crop conditions in 
many parts of the West, industrial 
unrest and trouble, political uncer-| 
tainty, and the delay in peace ratifi- 
cation, resulting in commercial han- 
dicaps and losses, coupled with the 
still mounting cost of living as a re- 
sult of these and other untoward con- 
ditions, Canada has gone ahead and 
prospered. And if our people in the 
new yeat now dawning continue to 
be inspired with the thought, and ani- 
mated by a pressing desire to koep 
faith with those who died that Can- 
ada might live and be free, then the 
year upon whiclf we are entering will 
prove glorious in the annals of this 
Dominion. : 

But it is only in steadfastly keep- 
ing the faith that this young, vigorous 
and promising nation can become the 
mighty influence -for good in the 
world that its presen® position, 
dearly won for it by the soldiers of 
Canada, entitles it to wield. And to 
become truly great and a power for 
good among the nations, it is not suf- 
ficient that Canada should produce 
great crops of wheat, develop great 
herds of cattle and other livestock, 
and enormously--expand its export 
trade throtighout the world. These 
are important and necessary, but it 
is even more important that high 
ideals should be cultivated, that edu- 
cation should be general, that the 
moral life of our people be raised to 
a higher plane, that the health and 
physical standard of pcople be im- 
proved, that unity in purpose and na- 
tional ideals should prevail. 

In a word, Canadians as a pcople 
should adopt the word “co-operation” 
as. their national watchword in 1920. 
The principle of co-operation draws 
the whole community together. It 
breaks down barriers. It unites the 
state. It gives hope to the humblest 
toiler, And it strengthens the great 
moral ideal of duty, without which 
no state can endure,

Invited to Canada By Ontario’s 
Agent-General 

Will Canada become the home of 
the so-called “new poor” of England? 
There are a great many of these peo- 
ple in the British Isles now, and many 
of them are finding it a real problem 
to make their income meet the rising 
costs of living. 

The “new poor” is a term that is 
being applied to people on a fixed in- 
come who prior to the war lived on a 
moderate income from _ inherited 
wealth. ‘Today their incomes are the 
game as they were in 1914, but econ- 
omize as they may, they find it diffi- 
cult to live, Brig.-Gen. R, Manley 
Sims, D,S.0., Agent-General for On- 
tario in England, has written to “The 
Times,” pointing out the possibilities 
in Canada for people of this class, and

Fallen Tree Monarchs, fitfons of 
of Years Old, Turned 
To Rocks 

Within the stretch of Arizona’s de- 
sert lies sixty square miles of petri- 
fied forest. ‘There lie preserved for 
all time petrified tree monarchs, mil- 
lions of years old, turned to rocks. 
Mammoth trunks, sometimes five feet 
in diameter and fifty fect in length, 
or cracked smoothly into blocks, are 
transformed into everlasting stone, 
beautiful in quality and coloring — 
quartz, agate, chalcedony, jasper and 


exquisite opal, infinite in the. variety], 


of delicate tint and rich shading. 

The method of petrification, by 
which the-giant trees became _rock, 
was one of the strange alchemies of 
nature. Probably the wash of water 
| from hot mineral springs rich in sili- 
ca was the cause. The-chemical, per- 
wmeating the tissues of the plant, acted 
as a hardening agent, preserving the 
original structure and detail of the 
tree with astonishing perfection of
